INTEREST IN NEW BILL 


State Police of Five Would Act as 


Fish, Game and Fire Wardens. 


The bill lor tlio establishment of 


state police Is creating much interest 
in (he Legislature ami and among the 
police of tho several cities anil towns 
of tlio slate. It Is understood that if 
Hip bill passes there will bo one or 
more applicants from this city for a 
job. The bill was introduced by Rep- 
rwcnliitlvo Gerry of'Madison and Is 
now In^tlie humla of the Judiciary com- 
mittee. H reads as follows: 


AN ACT 


To liHlnbllHh a State Police l>'orcc. 


lln'll enacted by the Senate and Jlouse 


of Heprcsontatlvcs in General Court 
convened: 
Section i. There is hereby created 


and 
established the department of 


state police, the head of which shall bo 
(be superintendent of stale1 police, to 
I'O appointed by the governor, by and 
•with Iho advlco and consent 
of 
tlio 


council, to serve a term of four years 
from the dale of Ills appointment, and 
v/lio shiill receive a slary of two thous- 


and dollars ({2,000) per annum, to bo 
paid monthly upon warrant of the gov- 
ernor drawn on the state treasurer. 


Sect. 2. Tlio superintendent of 
the 


state police shall be provided with a 
suitable office or offices In the cupitul 
in Concord and shall give a bond to 
Itho state, In. the sum of ten thousand 
jdollars, for the faithful performance, of 
his duties. "Ho is authorized to appoint 
tho state police force, which shall con- 
sist of live men at a salary 
of one 


thousand dollars per annum which 
shall bo paid mpnlhly by warrant of 
Uho governor1 on the state treasurer. 
jln addition Ihu superintended! and tho' 
members ol the state police force shall 
bo allowed their reasonable traveling 
expenses, to be approved and allowed 
, by tho superintendent, while. engaged 
In their dulles when away from their 
.headquarter;;, uml such expenses shall

This, step, is to be taken in BpMqn, where an efloit is 
to-be"made4o*feacli the correct speiliiig,fi( words in common 
use,>,^ithout wasting time on the "jawbreakeis" which have 
been the" terror of school children fronriim.e immemorial 


'MiC'dliector of the depailment of educational investigation 


in Boston' finds that spelling- books in common use contain 
froni(l0,000 to 15,000 words, while the words most commou- 
lynised number only about 2,100, and it is his idea that it will 
be better to.tiain the pupils thoioughiy in the spelling of the 
corhrnpn-\vords*than to have.-them spend their,lime in trying 
to m'astef every word in the,language, something which it is 
practically impossible foi any person to do. 


• This plan seems practical and sensible. It has been claimed 


for years that spelling is not so thoroughly (aught in. (he 
schools now as it formerly was, and theie appeais to be a good 
basis for the contention, but the reason is not fai to seek, hi; 
the days of the Three R's ? few branches were veiy (hoioughly| 
taught^ and spelling was one of them., The schools did .not 
try to cover so much ground in those days, but the woik 'fhey 
set,themselves to do was done or those in authority knew the 
reason why. 
In these later'yeais the mimbei ot studies has 


been;so. incieased that it is difficult, if not impossible, to do 
justic^e4,0 them all and spelling has suffered particularly, large- 
ly for'the icason (hat it has become moie 01 less fashionable 
to claim that spelling is something which not all can leam, and 
the bad habit of admitting that inability to spell is not a very I 
sei iqus matter anyway.

But it is a serious mallei, so far as it concerns people who 


ha'Ve had fair educational advantages. It is not necessary to 
know how to spell all the puzzling woids in the dictionary, 
but^e.veiy boy and girl should learn to spell the words in com-1 
moii use, and they will if sufficient attention is given to the! 
.subject in the schools stud they are not pemiiUed to believe'
